THE IRRIGATION PROBLEM 


T 


HE report of the Secretary of Agriculture makes It 


clear that the Department regards the irrigation 


work contemplated by the law recently 'passed as of the 
highest importance. And so it undoubtedly Is. 


Those who have studied the subject understand that 


farming by irrigation differs from farming by the natural 
lalnfall almost as much as iron manufacturing differs from 
iron mining; 
Mining for the metal carries wl\h It many 


uncertainties, such as the extent and location of the ore 
bodies, the nature and composition of the ores, the cost 
of extraction and the like. But the ore being once pro- 
duced and its metallic contents known, it can be deter- 
mined with almost 
mathematic 
preclscion 
just what 


quantity of pig iron It will make'. And when it comes to 
carrying the manufacture further and converting the pig- 
iron into steel and the steel into all sorts of finished prod- 
ucts. those engaged in the business know exactly what 
they can do. The only uncertainties to be considered are 
the cost of labor and supplies and the prices which can 
be obtained for the products. 


So agriculture dependent upon the rainfall is full of 


uncertainties, for without an adequate supply of water the 
crops will amount to little or nothing. And this supply 
must come at the proper time. These are things which 
no man can control, and therefore every estimate of the 
prospective crop is pure guesswork, dependent upon con- 
ditions which cannot be foreseen. 


But in farming by irrigation the main uncertainty is 


eliminated. 
With a knowledge of the character and pro- 


ductivity of the soil together with the certainty of water 
as it is needed. the farmer can no only figure closely upon 
the quantify of grain or hay to be expected, but he can 
also be reasonablv sure as to' the quality, for both quantity 
and quality are mainly dependent upon the nature of the 
soil and the water supply. Of course there are the rav- 
ages of insects and other pests but these are exceptional 
and extraordinay in. character and may be likened to flres 
und tornadoes which destroy factories, or to the wrecks of 
railroad trains. 
, 
. 


Besides all this, as a rufe, lands for which Irrigation 


Is necessary are richer than those where the rainfall is 
abundant, for the reason that in dry climates there Is less. 
washing and flooding of the soil, and consequently a small- 
er loss of aluvlum upon which the fertility of land chiefly 
depends. Hence, there is the double advantage of a soil 
naturally more productive and that productivity increased 
by the farmer's ability to water the crops when water Is 
needed and keep the water oft at all othef tiroes.-;' •;•., 


When we consider that In thei United States the land 


susceptible of irrigation Is probably e«fual ib the' entir* 
atea of the arable lands of either France of Germany, it 
does not require a very high order of intelligence to enable 
on* to form some idea o* the magnitude and importance of 
the subject, -as well as <rf the possibilities which ai<e -In- 
volved. 


But It is also evident that there are difficulties and com-: 


plications to be overcome. 
There are conflicting water 


rights to be adjusted, questions of jurisdiction to. he.. set- 
tled, and knotty law problems to be straightened out in 
cane* -rh-i-re the principles? of riparian ownership and of 
title by appropriation ovciJip or clcaely border. In all of 
these matters the Department plainly- Implies, that the 
States aflv! individual!! chiefly concerned must render sub- 
stantial aid. It is to be hoped that our people will take 
hold with, a hearty good willed an t ye -solely to. the

but which will aid the National Government in making 
the general statue locally beneficial and effective.

GENERAL YOUNG'S VIEW 


A 


DAT OR TWO since The Journal offered some ob- 


servations the purpose of which was to show that 


the permanent and forcible holding of the Philippine isl- 
ands would be a disadvantage to us rather than a benefit. 
.Almost contemporaneously with the writing of that article 
a banquet was held In Cleveland, Ohio, Generals Corbtn 
and Young being present and among the speakers. Gen- 
eral Young's remarks are especially worthy of note. 
their bearing upon the point under consideration. Of 
course as a military man he Is in favor of what may be 
termed a military policy. Such a policy furnishes oppor,- 
tunities for soldiers to win distinction. 


But here is what Young said: "Foreign commerce will 


follow the flag. If that flag Is backed by a sufficient mili- 
tary force. However advantageous the possession of the. 
Philippines may be from a commercial point of view, they 
will be a source of national weakness unless put in a 
proper state of defense, and protected by a, sufficiently 
large army and navy. 


"If we wish to gain the supremacy In commerce in the 


East we must maintain such a military force (army and 
navy) in the Philippine islands that it can act instantly, 
and effectually at any point in the Orient, and that fact 
must be well knowu and understood by all Oriental peo- 
ples. The larger and more efficient the force, and the- 
more widely Its- strength and efficiency are known, the 
longer will the inevitable conflict of arms be delayed. No 
one can foretell when it will come, nor what will be the 
pretended or real causes, but the time will come when we 
will have to fight to maintain the supremacy of our com- 
merce." 
,- 


From the foregoing It will be seen that General Young 


practically'concedes the point made by The Journal, name- 
ly, that.in a military sense the islands are a source of 
weakness, for In order to hold them we must maintain a 
strong army and navy there. In truth this is so perfectly, 
patent as to require no argument. His contention, though, 
that we must keep, a large and powerful army and navy 
in that quarter to:.order to obtain and maintain a cominer. 
cial supremacy In the Orient, will hardly receive universal, 
or even general acceptance. We have now reached a 
stage in our commercial development at which we export 
and oell more commodities than any other nation in the 
world, and this condition has been attained.without either 
a large army or • navy, and without the firms; of a single 
hostile shot.1- Neither General Young nor any other ad- 
vocate of imperialism has ever given a single good and 
logical reason why.our commerce cannot continue to expand 
withouMgirig forced th* the point of the bayonet or the 
muzzle laffthe gun,

As the old adage 


runs, "Cowa afar off have long horns.' 


Within sight of town on the western 


slope of the mountain ridge that ex 
tends from the north side of Washoe 
valley to the Truckee river, the sum 
mil of which ridge forms the bound- 
ary line between Storey and Washoe 
counties, east of the ranch of Rober 
Jones, several mines have been discov- 
ered and ledges opened up, some o:
